Also recommended for the aspiring E-monster cum 21st century Bohemian are 
Scratch at The Crossbar, King's Cross on the 7th of November from 9p.m. and The Tea Room at Spitz, 109 
Commercial St Spitlalfield's Market every Sunday. 
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The Leisure Lounge has indulged in some voracious pace-setting by 
transforming the content of its nights. Two.of 1996's most prestigious organisations have 
taken up residency - Metalheadz began their new Saturday all-nighter on September 28th, and 
mixed/gay indie sesh Popstarz has been rocking out on a Friday for some time now. Thursday 
nights belong to deep house/experimental techno promoters Violet End, the only one of the 
bunch who can spell properly. Sean McClusky, veteran London supremo, is more than proud - 
“We've started to move on. It's quite a radical change, but that's the way things are going.” 
Much credit to him and all others involved for being the first of the more mainstream venues 
to recognise this fact and metamorphosise from a Judge Jules nightmare into a space that 
much better reflects the spirit of late nineties club culture. 

McClusky's other current venture, Kingsize has for no apparent reason been dropped from 
Saturday nights at The Complex. Sean and co were highly unimpressed - “never trust a hippy”, 
is all they'll say about the matter in polite company - but in a blessing in disguise type move, 
they've shifted to every Saturday at RAW, and are pursuing an even more diverse music policy.

Trade is allegedly moving to a new venue in King's Cross bought up by 
the promoters... The Sun and Thirteen Cantons is Soho's latest musically driven boozer. The 
Heavenly Jukebox do their Social bit on Wednesdays, Evacuate records host Haste on a 
Thursday, ClubNite is the sincerely named Friday escapade and Repercussions brings funk and 
trip-hop on a Saturday...The Embassy on Essex Road, Islington has some quality pictures of 
Michael Caine on the walls and is one of the few 'bar' type places you can go without seeing 
any linen suits, boating shoes or golddiggers. You also get Jon Carter and Derek Dahlarge on a 
Saturday and Al McKenzie on Sundays...Staying on Essex Road, the superb Disgracelands has a 
new Wednesday nighter, 'Christ on a Bike', with the Mellowtrons and Natural Mystic...The next 
Born To Lose is at Blackheath Concert Halls on the 22nd November, with Coldcut, Roni Size, 
and those indomitable Losers at Work. See the Savoir Vivre section for details...Goldfinger will 
be the new night from Sleaze Nation debutant Wigan and his recent partner Deece...A few for 
those with their heads in the sand - Pushca are now in a monthly residency at the Ministry; be 
careful getting your fancy dresses through the metal detector - Speed at Mars is now called 
“Tempo”; Fabio and Grooverider are residents - And the Loft has moved back to HQ's after only 
a week at The Bluenote, where Wall of Sound now have a monthly Thursday, the next date 
being the 14th November...The Cafe de Paris re-opened last month. Apparently, “there will be 
no rude door policies and no loud dance music...instead, there'll be a house band, occasional 
cabaret, and later, red hot rhythms for you wild, wonderful and decadent clientele of the 90s'. 
Plenty of bald men in suits, champers, coke, rent boys and goldigging floozies - now that's 
what we call a club... 


Bar Vinyl Cafe is, a bastion of beats set deep in the heart of NW1. The 
food is above average, the prices below - but what sets Vinyl apart is the record shop down- 
stairs, stocking mainly house and garage with a smattering of eclectic material. This place is 
the perfect solution to the problem of crochety partners pulling at your arm whilst you're out 
tune selecting - they can go and get hammered in the bar. Bar Vinyl Cafe, Inverness St, Camden.

"When we found out it was a fetish party it was 
just acel We're really into it.” PVC? Worrying sexual tendencies? Something tell me the rest of the band haven't really got lost. 

Their new album 'Becoming X' experiments with heavy, laborious hip-hop beats, acoustic guitars and electronic samples, evading categorisation 
by the music press. "We've been in indie sections and dance sections. They don't like it because it's actually worked. I don't think they can get 
their heads round it.” The wonderfully hypnotic, pensive (dare we even say depressive?) result reveals a myriad of inspirations. "We're very 
influenced by modern, sci-fi stuff. Kraftwerk an ple like that from the early eighties and techno is a big influence to the guys who actually 
wrote the core of the music, getting a darker edge to it.” Morrisey in RES makeover shock? "There's a lot of humour in there as well.” Thank 
God for that. 

In the beginning focusing solely on writing music, "acid, dancey jazz stuff”, the band only later decided to introduce a vocalist when they felt 
it would improve their sound. Unpretentiously receptive to change and new ideas, they all input into the songwriting and are refreshingly free 
of any self-important egoism. "We definitely take things from now. When this is a couple of years old, it'll be a couple of years old.”

Aphex Twin - Richard D.James LP (Warp) 
The prolific Richard James comes clattering back to the fore. Ferocious machine-gun breaks offset 
by movingly simple orchestration, there's a certain offhandedness and emotion to his sound which keeps you interested 
and explains why-this man remains at the pinnacle of machine-made music. 
Burro presents - Beatsperiments (Elephant) 
First in a series of releases in conjunction with up and coming menswear label Burro, it's more than just a gimic. Fingers Inc, 
Up Bustle and Out and Horace Andy highlight this unpredictable soundtrack which reflects, so we are told, 
the 'zeitgeist of our multi-influenced age'. 
DJ Vadim - USSR Repertoire (Ninja) 
Cut and paste trip hop workout from Ninja's newest son. Vadim's offering oozes a sleek sophistication 
that many of his contempories fail to achieve, adding a flippant touch to a sometimes up-it's-own-arse genre. 
Mo'Wax take note. Headz can have a sense of humour too. 
Various - Blech (Warp) 
Warp evolve the mix album into something a little special. DJ Food's PC and Strictly chuck a selection of the label's finest 
moments into the Ninjablender and serve up a prime slice of electronic funk. Ingredients include the quirky techno of Jake Slazenger, the 
future jazz of Red Snapper and the immortal Nightmares On Wax. 
Various - Marathon Mix (JDJ) 
Introducing the JDJ relay team: Oakey, Diggers, Coldcut and DJ Rap repackaged in one collection. 
So it's a slightly dubious concept, but if you missed their journey's the first time around this is definately 
worth checking out. 
Archive - Londinium LP (Island) 
Trip-hop's been having a bit of a rebirth of late. Archive's offering, a gentle wander through bleak urban sound 
scapes, puts them right up there with the best of ‘em. Mystifying vocals and dusty breaks underpinned with strings 
from heaven, it's a fitting tribute to our beloved capital. 
Various - Westbam (JDJ) 
Westbam whisks us of to Berlin's ubiquitous E-Works nightclub for the fourth installment of the much revered 
JDJ international series. Previous excursions from Keoki and Dimitri perfectly captured the essence of their respective scenes. 
This doesn't fall too far short, taking us on a journey through some of the most wigged out techno outside of the fatherland. 
Various - Kinky Trax (React) 
Disco madness from Chicago's hottest property, DJ Sneak, with Princess Julia flying the 
flag for good old London Town.A breath of fresh air in an already busting mix-market, it's a must for 
deep house aficionados and interesting enough to keep the rest of us listening. 
Various - Eclectro (Antistatic) 
First outing for fledgling Antistatic and it's a corker. Ignore the dodgy hip-hop and you've got a fine 
collection of just about everything else, from T-Power to Talvin Singh. It's not particularly ground-breaking but it's well put 
together and easy оп-іһе ears. 
Shoot Tha Pump - Block Party Hip Hop (Concrete) 
['ve never been to a block party so.Lcan't.vouch for this album's authenticity. There's a good mixture of styles on here with plenty of great sam- 
ples. The better the name the greater the track, so that rates Chuck Chill Out Presents the C-Ya All Stara at the top. everything 
is here from the hard to the soft and, refreshingly, no-one shoots their girlfriend. 
Sasha & John Digweed - Northern Exposure (Ministry of Sound) 
You may be expecting a dream house proto-handbag type epic but you're not going to get one. Instead, Sash and Diggers give us a highly tasteful 
excursion around their record collections. The South part is a more mellow side of this package with the North pumping a 
little more. This album is nicely trancely, etheral almost with quality tunes throughout. 
Whoop! Records - Colllection one (Whoop!) 
CD1 is mixed to perfection by Renaissance's Nigel Dawson whereas CD2 is unmixed. The impressive fact about this compilation is that all the 
tunes come from one label. Whoop! have constantly produced quality house generatimg from the progressive side, their main 
influences being Guerilla and ОМ records, this is a quality album full of groovy tunes. 
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“It's like not having any barrier of media, that you can do 
anything; shooting film, photography, painting, comput- 
ers... the utilisation of various different forms. It’s the 
same with the club events themselves... mixing and 
matching... it often crosses over into performance art.” 


Mark ‘Wigan’ Williams, promoter and artist, has never been a fool for boundaries. 

“Pm into Style Surfing, dipping into all the different scenes. I like to mix them up within the 
paintings, break down the barriers. My work, it gets shown in a lot of places that other artists 
wouldn't think of displaying in.” Wigan has always shied away from the gin - swilling sycophancy of the 
London gallery. 

“Pve always done shows in alternative spaces... clubs in America, Japan, Thailand.” In the past he 
has decorated cinemas - the Scala in King's Cross - club interiors in London, Tokyo, and New York, collabo- 
rating with Andy Warhol and graffiti legend Keith Haring. His latest exhibition, ‘Cannibal Culture’ will be 
showcased at Bar Vinyl, the Camden Cafe cum record shop, in January. 

“Clubs were always an inspiration for the work, then I just got into more general anthropology.” 
Wigan's infatuation with the nightlife reflected within his art has also led him to express himself through 
the clubs themselves - and very successfully. His ventures with Sean McClusky were some of the most sem- 
inal London has ever witnessed. The interior of The Brain is an ideal example of his style and content, a 
microcosm, ‘Wigan’s World’. The strikingly different yet equally recognisable artistic concepts behind the 
duo's successive socials, Loveranch, Merry England and Orgy Porgy, follow completely alternative paths. 
“Pm always re-inventing the style, re-inventing what Pm doing. I get bored of something so 
quickly I destroy and create.” 

Loveranch's house style reflected a media-obsessed world, fantastical yet still firmly entrenched in reality. 
The Pope, The Pistols, Prostitution... 

“The whole scene was getting very ‘hippy’ at the time,” Wigan comments on the undercurrent of 
aggression running through his and McClusky's later nights. What they did was to kick out against the herd- 
like complacency of such all-pervading trains of thought - an action illuminating Wigan's “contemptuous- 
ness to shallow media values.” 

“The advertising agencies are always looking for new ideas in clubs to sell the product in that 
market. But... y'know, the underground club scene just carries on regardless. Some of the bigger 
clubs are at the moment becoming very commercial, lots of advertising, big money being invest- 
ed. I think the whole thing gets watered down, the music gets more commercial and the bigger 
the clubs get. I think they're loosing a lot of what club culture's about, which to me is about a 
small underground scene, but then again, that’ll continue regardless of the media. For a lot of 
people club culture's a complete way of life. The weekend is important to them, that shouldn't be 
just diluted down.” 











"We have an understanding of special awareness and our dance space is the psychiatric couch.” 

So claims the TIP label, and to analyse - stroke understand - what this mystifying diatribe of acid-induced babbling 
actually means, we at The Sleaze decided to have a ‘let's get serious’ round the table interplanetary cyber-conference. Unfortunately 
Ganesh the Elephant god, The Dalai Пата, Paul Oakenfold, blokie out of Green Nuns of The Revolution, and even one of those luminous 
mobile things they've got at Megatripolis wouldn't speak to us, so, егт, we couldn't. 


Probably for the best anyway. 


To most of us a club night out is merely an excuse - and a bloody good one at that - to have it, large it, and whatever-else-it 
bigtime.Others however, see it as a ritualised gathering of the Tribal Clans, something far more important than a night out on the white 
stuff. 'Raja Ram’, founder of TIP, and speaking in a somewhat over-imaginative frame of mind goes so far as to say 


"The dancefloor is our church, it's where we worship”. 

Who, the almighty and sacred God of LSD? These people don't listen to bangin' techno, they prefer 'anti-gravitational 
and space music, exploding kaleidoscopic aural soundscapes that are probing psychotropical frontiers’. 

Return to The Source, Voyager, Escape from Satsuma and labels like Platipus, Blue Room and Perfecto Fluoro all cham- 
pion this sort of nonsense to one degree or another. But if you want to see all this astral phunk stuff taken to its furthest limits then Goa 
is the chakra centre to visit. A land where the music is in tune with the natural rhythms of the body, where the demons and dervishes 
come out to dance at sunrise, and where everyone's got bloody long dreds. Not surprisingly it's easy to be dismissive when confronted by 
people who take all this spiritual psychedelia at face value. Especially when it comes from someone who's completed the transformation 
from Oxfordshire-bred public school type to fully-fledged space cadet in two weeks flat. | mean how can you let them down gently when 
they look into the night sky and ask "Are they meteors flying past, or human-faced cosmic questions?" 

No doubt about it, this kind of pretension deserves everything it gets. But if you cut through all the serious-minded cyber bollocks you 
might find one or two points to sympathise with after all. Listening to classy music as the sun sets across the ocean can be an undeniably 
special, even dare I say it, spiritual experience. This applies wether you're wearing a silver shirt and snakeskin trousers and sitting outside 
the Cafe del Mar, or sporting a delightful purple tie-dye vest and smoking a two foot long chillum slumped in front of The Shore Bar, 
Anjuna. As Danny Rampling admits, "it's the free parties I've played at in Thailand which have inspired me the most - playing in the open 
air with the sun rising". 

The theory is, this idea of communing with the spirit of nature is as old as the cosmic hills themselves. Orbital's Paul Hartnoll touts that 
"for thousands of years people have been banging the tribal drum and dancing for twelve hours, and often drugs were involved. Instead of 
having a few natural herbs shot up your nostril with a blowpipe you ingest pharmaceuticals, and instead of skin over a log for a drum 
you're getting electrical sounds." A Renaissance Ball at a country mansion in the Midlands is merely a variation on the same theme as a 
free rave in a bamboo forest outside Anjuna. Equally, Tribal Gathering wasn't merely a load of people getting together to neck pills, but a 
celebration of a mass movement which now encompasses over fifty percent of 18-35 year olds. And you can't argue with that. We are all, 
according to Universe's Paul Shurey, "enlightened people", ranging from CJA campaign crusties to those who just live 'the lifestyle' day in 
day out. Shurey is one of the most astute and rational businessmen operating within the scene today - surely he doesn't buy into all this 
dodgy ritualistic 'club culture is a one-way ticket to nirvana' crap? Well, yes he does, only without feeling the need to celebrate every 
astral and planetary event under the cybersun. Shurey proudly claims to being "on a mission... and fully committed to the wider implica- 
tions of the dance scene." And its understandable why. With so many people moving in the same direction, with the same sense of aware- 
ness, "it's incalculable what wider effects will end up happening, ...it's the best hope for the world." He predicts that "when social histori- 
ans look back in twenty years time the effects of the whole dance scene will be seen as massive." Nothing less than a unique celebration 
of unity and individuality, a collective two fingers up to the "corrupt governments and cynical corporations intent on promoting medioc- 
rity and banality." 

So wether it's cyber-oneness with noserings and sandals or just throwing yourself about a bit with like-minded people, active meditation 
or mere hedonistic escapism, it come down to the same basic principle in the end. Back to the basics of the acid house ethos - bringing 
people together. 

And with this 'new hope for the future' we turn to the immortal psycho-babbled rantings of one Mr. Keoki; "We'll pass into orbit together, 
inviting oblivion in the dance of neon starsnakes, diving through dazzling asteroid showers, glancing off spectral energy planes, playing 
pinball with planets."
